The  year  1955- was  notable  for  its  dry  summer  and 
autumn  months.  This  caused  some,  anxiety  as  to  the  water 
supply  but  no  serious  or  prolonged  difficulties  were 
encountered o 

The  health  of  the  Borough,  apart  from  epidemics  of 
Influenza  and  Measles,  was  good  during  the  year.  The  Vital 
Statistics  except  as  regard  fertility  rates,  compared  more 
than  favourably  with  the  National  Statistics.  The  Infant 
Mortaility'-rate  was  nil.  Owing  to  the  small  numbers  involved, 
however,  too  much  stress  must  not  be  placed  on  the  statistics 
for  any  one  year  within  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  nevir  cases  of  Tuberculosis  was  reduced 
as  compared  to  previous  years,  whilst  the  deaths  from  this 
disease  were  nil.  It  i.r,  hoped  that  a visit  by  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  will  take  place  during  1956.

The  Tovi^n's  supply  is  obtained  from  wells  in  different  parts 
of  the  district,  and  from  deep  seated  springs  tapped  and  delivered 
by  cast  iron  mains  to  the  town*  All  supplies  are  constant. 

CAPEL  SUL  SUPPLY . This  yields  a minimum  supply  of  about  17,000 
gallons  per  day. 

MILLANDS  SUPPLY  * During  the  summer  months,  this  suppl^T-  is  used  to 
augment  the  Capel  Sul  Supply.  During  the  year  1955  the  pumps  were 
used  for  6,123  hours  as  compared  v^ith  1494  hours  in  1954. 

CAE  CEFN  SUPPLY.  This  supply  gives  a minimum  flov;  of  15,000  gallons 
per  day.  a gauging  chamber  has  been  fixed  to  record  the  overflow 
from  the  collecting  chamber  v;hich  has  shown  a constant  flov/  of  10,000 
gallons  daily. 

MAESG-\4ENLLIA1  SUPPLY . This  is  from  deep  seated  springs  tapped  in  a 
disused  Silver  Mine  ^.dit  Level,  giving  a minimum  supply  of  approximately 
56,000  gallons  in  24  hours.  There  is  a storage  tank  for  10,000  gallons, 

CHLORINnTION  OF  SUPPLIES  . The  three  supplies  are  constantly  chlorinated 
and  chlorination  tests  of  water  are  taken  daily  (including  Sundays), 

CONSUMPTION  0F  i/7aTER  . The  estimated  consimiption  of  v/ater  for  the  year

The  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  in  quantity.  31  samples  of 
water  were  taken  during  the  year  and  found  to  bo  satisfactory. 
Examinations  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen, 

37  samples  were  taken  of  raw  water.  The  waters  are  not  plumbo -solvent . 

All  houses  have  direct  supplies  except  45  which  are  supplied  from 
standpipes.  The  population  supplied  by  standpipes  is  220  v/hich  is 
5.13^0,
